and to try to^have input nationally. -The days I was there began 

early in the monning and kept up all .night. X met with. the staff of Cong. 
Frazer and Frenzl as well as Sen. Mondale, add met with Mondale himself. 

We met with the Juv. Delinquency subcommittee' of the Senate and representa- 
tives of many HEW offices (Youth Dbvel. & Juv. Delinq. Prevention, Special 
Projects office of NIMH , Youth- affairs, -of NIMH, etc . ; etc,;) 'as .well' as the c 
White House Special Action Office bn Drug Abuse Prevention. We stayed with 
the Washington Runaway House -peopley and then' with brie of Frazer’ri aides who 
kept us up until dAM briefing her."
